2, Ene Mefhea ties in the Commmist Perty, In speaking of the political 
coangieusiess Of the masass Kooseky again admitted the. "terrible pressure 
 ‘feom the messes te go definitely and without compromise to the Left.” Kopecky's 
faveeast was that sidee the Constitution will be prepare’ by the Parliament in- 
itead of by the Government aa the Comunigts wanted, the “discussicn will be 
mich more in front of the public and you will ase how the usages are going to 
force Parliament to have the constitution express progressive thinking of the 
negaes, What cen those Bourgofs de when laber eli go out in the streets 
and demand certain things in the consti tution?® 


“We in our party have to assure a base for cooperation alse with those siements 
within our party which want vs to remain the ‘Revolutionary’ force and who 
clwaye compare ua to the leading parties ta Yugoslavia or Poland.
